Wireless Told of Iilmess, 

A wireless message was delivered to 
them on board the Atenas Tuesday even- 
ing, Feb. 18, signed by Mrs. Shiras’ 
mother, Mrs. L. 8. Wheeler, and telling 
of the sudden illness of the little girl, 
only child of Mr. and Mrs. Shiras, 

Before another message could be ob- 
tained, a storm caused communication to 
be broken, and for 36 hours all the ef-: 
forts of the Marconi man on the Atenas 
to establish communication with the 
mainiand or with other ships was in 
vain. For most of the time, these ef- 
forts to ‘“‘pick up’’ some other wireless 
station were renewed every minutes. 

Gayety on Ship Stops. 

During the period of suspense on ship- 
board, all forms of amusement among 
the passengers were dropped. Card 
games and dancing were abandoned, and 
the shuffle-board space on deck was in- 
used. This was done, not through any 
der or expressed agreement, but 
through the general feeling of anxiety 
and sympathy. 

Mr. and Mrs. Shiras spent most of their 
time near the wireless cabin, but were 
at the table in the dining saloon when 
the message telling of their daughter's 
linprovement came Thursday. One of 
the passengers went to them and told 
them of the message, and there was a 
scene of mingled joy and sorrow as the 
father and méther wept in each other’s 
orms, The message, which reached the 
ship without a signature, was sent, it 
since has been iearned, by Lawrence B. 
Pierce. 

Through arrangements made by wire- 
less the Shirases were permitted to dis- 
embark in a lifeboat at 5:30 p. m. Thurs.’ 
day at Burras, La., the first railroad 
station in sight. Their fellow-passen- 
gers Waved good-bys as they left the 
ship. Quarantine and customs arrange- 
ments for their admission were made by 
the company’s agents, and a rajlroad. mo- 
tor car, with room only for two pas- 
sengers and the driver, was in waiting 
to carry them to New Orleans, 70 miles 
away. 

They arrived in New Orleans, after a 
jolting ride, only to find that the Illi- 
nois Central train for St. Louis, which 
had been held an hour for them, had de. 
parted. But they also got a reassuring 
message as to their daughter. 

When they reached St. Louis, Satur- 
day morning, they hurried to St. Luke’s, 
and virtually have lived thera since. For 
three days little Sarah has been consid- 
ered out of danger.

RIOTOUS SCENE 
“OGCURS IN HOUSE 
OVER NAVAL BILL 


Murray of Massachusetts, Or- 
dered to Seat, Fights From 
Rostrum With Officer.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—A_ riotous 
scene occurred in the House today when, 
during the consideration of the naval 
appropriation bill, Representative Mur- 
ray of Massachusetts, standing upon 
the Speaker’s rostrum, demanded recog- 
nition to make a parliamentary point of 
order against two members having the 
same views acting as tellers on a one- 
battleship proposition. 

Representative Alexander of Missouri, 
presiding over the House, repeatedly 
ordered Murray back to the floor and 
finally by his directiow Murray was 
forcibly removed from the rostrum by 
a Deputy NSergeant-at-Arms. 

Murray fought against this removal 
and his coat was almost pulled off in 
taking him away. Murray's colleagues 
gathered around him quickly. 

Speaker Clark took the chair and order 
was restored. » . 

Murray then apologized, explaining he 
had found authority for his action in a 
book in the Congressional Library. 


Two-Ship Program Defeated. 
The two battleship program, favorably 


reported by the House Naval Commit- 
tee, was defeated. An amendment to ap- 
propriate for one battleship only went 
through, 144 to 133. A majority of the 
Democrats voted for the amendment, 
while the Republicans were almost solid- 
ly against it: 

The bill to create a Department of 
Labor with a Cabinet officer at its head 
passed the Senate today after less than 
an hour’s consideration. The measure 
had previously passed the House, but 
amendments in the Senate will require 
its perfection in confergnce before it is 
presented to President Taft. 


INCREASE IN FIREMAN’S 
PAY LOSES BY ONE VOTE 


A proposed increase of salaries of all 
employes in the Fire Department was 
defeated in the City Council Tuesday 
through the lack of one vote. Council- 
man Lehmberg left the meeting a few 
minutes before the vote was taken.

BUDGET SYSTEM 
URGED BY TAF 
IN LAST MESSAGE 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. %,—President 


Taft today sent to Congress his much- 
oiscussed ‘“‘budget’’ message. He rec- 
ommended the adoption of a budget sys- 
t.m of relating proposed expenditures,to 
expected revenues and declared that 
Congress would be greatly benefited by 
having before it such a statement before 
it began the annual grind upon appro- 
priation bills. The United States, the 
resident wrote, was the only great na- 
tion in the world which did not tse the 
hp system and in consequence it 

‘may be said to be without plan or pro- 
cram.” He indicated that owing to the 
late day at which he was able to trans- 
mit his message he expected little legis- 
letion on the topic from the present 
Congress. 

Some of the advantages of the budget 
system as pointed oOut by the Presi- 
dent were: 

A means of locating responsibility for 
estimates in keeping with revenues. 

A mens of allowing Congress to see 
how much gross it will have to spend 
before it begins appfopriating for each 
cepartment or detail of Government ma- 





chinery. ° 

Because it would furnish Congress and 
the public with ready reference *to re- 
ports and detailed records of account. 

Because it would produce an adequate 
organization for assembling and classi- 
fying information to be used in telling 
the country what has been done and of 
the Government's future needs. 

To aid in working with a well-defined 
purpose in many bureaus hitherto or- 
ganized but directed under an incon- 


,| sistent and ill-defined program. 


To cancel the nation’s debt, through 
a sinking fund, and to eliminate the 
deficit, which is slowly growing. 

The President suggested the saving of 
the rent paid in Washington for build- 
ings used by the Government through 
the construction of new buildings to 
cost about $100,000,000 to be paid for 
through a period of 20 years. 

Of a reduction of the salary roll of 
the government, amounting to about $6,- 
500,000 annually, two-thirds, the Presi- 
dent declared, would be saved by adopt- 
ing his scheme to classifv what-are now 
rresidentia! appointnients. | Almost $3,- 
00,000, annually, could be kept in gov- 
ernment coffers through postoffice de- 
patment changes. The sum of $2,000,000 
would be cut from the payroll. Taft 
continued, if there were a complete 
executive re-classification of civil serv- 
ice employes. Under this .head the 
President wrote: 

Elimination of waste in the distribu- 
tion of public documents; reduction of

The salary of Sergeants is raised from 
$120 to $185 a. month; policemen, from $90 
te $100; turnkeys and  probationaries, 
from $65 to $75. 

Senator Carter, Democrat, of Clark 
County, led the opposition to the bill. 

“The St. Louis Police Department,” 
eaid Carter, ‘has sent to the Legislature 
to lobby for this bill the crookedest po- 
litical scalawag in Northwest Missouri. 

“The fact that this man is represent- 
ing the police is enough to turn me 
against these bills, which I do not think 
are favored by the people of St. Louis.’’ 

Hawkins Doesn’t Object, 

Senator Hawkins of Dunklin thought 
if the St. Louis members favored the 
bill, he would offer no oBjection. 

Phillips, Republican, of St. Louis, spoke 
against the bill, and Cassidy for it. 

“The character of the men in the poa- 
lice lobby make me suspicious of this 
measure,” said Phillips. 

Senator Wilson wanted to know what 
effect the salary increase would have if 
the home rule law was passed, 

Sent to Engrossment. 

“The bill cannot be effective at all,” 
replied Phillips. 

The bill then was sent to engrossment 
by a vive voce vote, in which there was 
a loud chorus of “noes.” 

Senator Brogan’s bill placing captains 
and lieutenants under the three-platoon 
system was engrossed without debate.

pensation bill. The measure, prepared 
funder the auspices of a joint commis- 
sion, appointed by the Governor, the 
Speaker of the House and the President 
of the Senate, two years ago, was re- 
ferred to thé committees in the early 
part of the session. . 
Two hearings have been held cn the 
preposed law, but without result. The 
}Central Trades and Labor 
Pvilding Trades Council of St. Louis, 
and labor organizations in Kansag City 
and other parts of the State protested 
against the passage of the bill, ou the

Senator’s Opinion. 
Senator Greene, Chairman of the Sen 


ulzx Committee on Judiciary, says the 
raeasure corftains some excellent feat- 
ures and if amended in several par- 
ticulars might prove acceptable fo both 
employer and employe. 

“The New Jersey law appears to be 
giving general satisfaction,’ seid Sen- 
ator Greene. ‘‘Kansas and Illinois have 
similar statutes, but they differ ma- 
terially, I understand, from the New 


results. One fact, however, is signifi- 
cant: Wherever the workmen’s compen- 
sation act is in force, the casualty insur- 
ance carried by the employer has almost 
coubled. 

“The members of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee have not felt inclined to press 
the pending bill because of the emphatic 
protests voiced by organized labor. On 
the other hand, the bill does not seem 
to have a great many friends among the 
employers, and I hardly think it is popu- 
lar with damage suit lawyers. 

“Serious objection is raised to sections 
seven and eight of the act providing the 
employes at the time of their employ- 
ment must, to bring them under part one 
of the act, notify the employer in writ- 
ing and file a copy of such notice, with 
the Burbau of Labor Statistics at Jefter- 
son City. Part one of the act gives the 
injured employe a right to sue and re- 
cover damages, as under the present 
laws, 


Compensation Feature. 
“Part two relates to the compensation 


feature. 
“Now if the employe fails to notify his 
employer: at the time he starts on his 
employment that he desires to take ad- 
\antage of the provisions of section one 
of the act in the évent of injury he {s 
subject to the conditions laid down in 
}art two, by which he is compelled to 
aceept the elective compensation. This, 
it Is declared, 1s a disadvantage to the 
employe, but there are other provisions 
objected to, among them the schedule of 
compensation, which is held to be too 
lew. ; 
‘“‘My personal view is that the em- 
ployer as well as the employe should 
give notice as to wifich part of the act 
shall be controlling when the employe is 
injured. The bill removes the employer’s 
defense, except where it can. be proven 
the employe was injured ag the result 
of willful personal negligence. It does 
not seem likely the bill will get favor- 
able consideration at this session, but 
undoubtedly it provides the ground 
work for an effective statute of. the kind 
in the near future.”’ 

Senator Cassidy of St. Louis, who igs 
secretary of the St. Louis Building 
Trades Council, thinks the bill ought not 
to become a law ifn its present form, but 
has offered no amendments which would 
make it satisfactory to organized labor. 


No Trial by ‘Jury. 
“The locomotive engineers, I under- 


stand, are the only branch of union 
labor in favor of the measure,” said Sen- 
ator Cassidy. “ProBably a good many 
of them object to some of its provisions. 
‘‘U'nder the: terms of compensation set 
forth in the bill an expert mechanic 
earning $200 per month would receive 
for the loss of an arm the small sum of | 
$1500, “as against possibly $15,000 under 
the law now in force. 

“The bill is so framed that thé Injured 
workingman would get less than one- 
ffth of the amount he is entitled to re- 
ceive under ¢he existing damage laws. 
If the compensation fs not agreeable to 
him the casé is sent to the Circuit Court 
for determination, but there ts no trial 
by jury. This clause is distinctly against 
the wage earner.”’

Mrs. Boismenue and Daughters 
Scrub Tuberculosis Patient’s 
Dismal Home. 








A story of charity that’ cheered a 
dying woman’s last hours was disclosed 
by the death of Miss Matilda Kettler, 27 
years old, of 316 Bond avenue, East St. 
Louis, whose funeral was held Wednes- 
day and whose body was taken back 
to her old home in Chester, Ill., for 
burial. be 

Two weeks ago Mrs. Louis Boismenue, 
president of the Queen’s waughters, a 
charitable organization of East St. Louis, 
learned that Miss Kettler was danger- 
ously ill with tuberculosis. With Dr. C. 
W. Lillie, Mrs. Boismenue visited the 
girl. They found her living with her 
parents, Sextus and Mary Kettler, in a 
cottage that was hemmed in by large 
buildings. 

The young woman was in a small dark 
room, into which no sunshine ever found 
its way because the windows were over- 
shadowed by brick walls. 

While Dr. Lillie administered to the 
girl, Mrs. Boismenue returned to her 
home at 433 North Ninth street, and got 
her three daughters, Margaret, Marie 
and Catherine, and also Miss Marion 
Conway of 614 North Fourteenth street.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The Nation- 
al Geographie Society today formally 
released in favor of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment its claim to financing the forth- 
coming four-year Arctic expedition of 
Vilhjaimur . Stefansson, discoverer of a 

race of blond esktmos. 

Premier A. L. Borden of Canada, in a 
letter today, to Gilbert H. Grosvenor, di- 
rector of the society, said Canada was 
most appreciative of the valuable re- 
sults obtained by Stefansson’s explora- 
tions and thanks the society for assist- 
ing the explorer. He said the Canadian 
Government . felt, with regard to the 
113-16 expedition, that it would be more 
Suitable if the expenses were borne by 
the Government more immediately in- 
terested and if the expedition sailed un- 
der the British flag. 

It is understood the Canadian Govern- 
ment wil appropriate $75,000 and fit the 


expedition out in a larger ship than had 
been contemplated.

long distance runner that ever 
wore a spiked shoe. Records of ages 
bave been sent to oblivion since he has 
arrived in this country. But so far he 
lage merely cantered in, beating our best 
men! What can he not do when he ex- 


tends himself? This modest youns ama- 
teur—he is only twenty-three--has so 
far merely been running for exercise. 


Hannes' races have been warming up 
gallops, nothing more. We dont know 
yet what he can do. There is ncthing 
remarkable about his physique so far 
45s.

Kolehmainen knows that. His perfec- 
tion comes naturally. 
trouble with the American distance run- 
ner has been that he has copied the 
style of the sprinter, who first lands 


po the toe and ball of the foot. The 
distance man who knows his game lets 
his heel touch first. He doesn’t bound 
like the short-distance man except at 
the finish. In correct running it is more 
like a- swift shuffle. 

The sprinter develops the muscles in 
the front of the leg more particularly, 
but a boy like Kolehmainen brings Out 
the sinews in the back of his legs. In 
the case of the latter they are not 
bunchy and do not stand out except 
when called upon to do their utmost. 
The legs of many other runners are 
much more developed superficially than 
those of the winged Finn. 

It is interesting to notice that his 
great sartorius (or tailor’s) muscle, 
which runs down the thigh and links 
up with the muscles of the calf and 
with the Achilles tendon, is buried from 
sight when inactive, but leaps out like 
@ whipcord and shows itself like a cor- 
rugation when the lad runs. Everybody, 
of course, knows that the Achilles ten- 
don is that big sinew that runs up from 
the back of the heel. 

Hannes has powerful knees, and the 
ligament patella, that runs just below 
the kneecap, is noticeable, as well as 
the shinbone muscle, technically called 
the tibialis anticus. ‘rou can pick that 
out easily. It is on the outer side of 
the tibia or shinbone, and is thick and 
fleshy at its upper part and tapers off 
below. 

The soleus, so-called from its resem- 
blance to a sole-fish, is a broad, flat 
muscle of the calf, and Koley’s, is 
seemingly so soft it is difficult to be- 
é lieve that it has the power of a steel 
spring when the brain sends the mes- 
sage that its most intense power is 
needed. It has a great deal to do with 
his style of progression, joining with 
the gastrocnemius, which is not a su- 
perficial sinew. The soleus pops up like 
a great worm under the skin when it 
is made tense. It would require a high- 
ly technical description to name all the 
intricate muscles of the leg that move 
with such harmony when he makes his 
supreme demands upon them. 

I am simply speaking of a few of, the 
raost notable in his particular case, not 
forgetting to point out that his ham- 
string sinews, which flex the leg upon 
the thigh, are exceedingly pliable, as 
well as the biceps of his lower limbs. :

10 miles and begins to talk gayly to his 
friends.

MILL TAX REPEAL 
PROPOSED IN TRADE 
FOR SEATS-FOR-ALL 


Councilman ” Espenschied Suge 
gests Amendment to Ordi- 
nance Bettering Car Service. 


Members of the Railroad Committee of 
the City Council Wednesday refused to 
discuss the probable action of the com- 
mittee on Councilman Espenschied's 
suggestion that the Public Service Com- 
mission’s bill to improve street car serv- 
ice be amended to repeal the mill tax 
ordinance. 

The bill was referred to the committee 
Tuesday with a request from President 
Gundlach that it be reported by Friday 
if possible. The committee is consider- 
ing the advisability of calling a public 
rearing On the bill, but this is being op- 
posed by Gundlach and other members, 
who declare it would needlessly delay 
the passage of the bill. 

When the bill was referred to the com- 
mittee, Espenschied urged that the 
amendment to repeal the future opera- 
tion of the mill tax be added by the 
committee. He said his plan did not in- 
clude any question of a compromise of 
the more than $1,000,000, now due the city 
under the ordinance. 

Full 5 Cents Value. 

Espenschied declared his belief that 
the service to the public would suffer to 
the amount-of the mill tax, and that he 
favored its repeal because he did not 
believe that the city should profit by its 
public service corporations, but instead 
the public sheuld receive in service a 
full 5 cents value for each 5 cents fare 
paid. 

“I do not own $1 worth of stock in 
the United Railways,”’ Espenschied said, 
“and I] have not conferred with the of- 
ficers of the company regarding the 
matter. I am acting only on my own 
personal judgment and I fully realize 
that in this instance I may be taking a 
very unpopular,stand. I desire that the 
question be given publicity in order that 
it may be widely discussed. 

“In this ordinance the city is asking 
additional car service and improvements 
which will cost the United Railways 
$700,000 a year. It has not been earning 
that much money, and we know that if 
this ordinance is passed the company 
will contest its enforcement. 

“Tt seems to me that the proper thing 
for the city to do is to repeal the mill 
tax ordinance and not attempt to profit 
from, the company. We should rather 
take the city’s benefit in improved 
service. 

Old Suits Would Stand. 

“I do not mean that we should com- 
promise the suits the city has pending 
for the back mill tax.’ 

Councilman Leahy expressed doubt 
that the company would obey the new 
ordinance without contest, even if the 
mill tax ordinance was repealed. 

Espenschied did not offer to the com- 
mittee a prepared amendment, but rested 
on a suggestion that the committee in- 
clude such an amendment when.-it re- 
ported the Dill. 

In referring the bill, Gundlach re- 
quested that it be reported ‘“‘immediate- 
ly,’’ saying that less than a month re-
